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CONCERNING " MEET MR, LINCOLN " 

On the eve of the 150th anniversary 
of Lincoln's birth, NBC - TV presented "Meet Mr. Lincoln," which 
told the story of Lincoln in the war years by a remrkable combi- 
nation of words, music and actual photographs and drawings of the 
times, 


This achievement was in no smll wey aided by picture librarians, 
archivists and others who have saved masses of pictorial material 
from destruction, and who had cared for and classified the thou- 
sands of pictorial documents necessary to such an outstanding pro- 
duction. 


Daniel W., Jones, chief of picture research for NBC Special Projects, 
and his colleagues examined more than 25 000 pictures of the life 
and times of Lincoln, Sources ranged from the great National Ar- 
chives to obscure private collections, some of which first came to 
the attention of picture people while this project was under way. 


The program's use of moving cameras to bring a sense of movement 
to the photographs on which they were trained was an outstanding 
feature, These camera animtion techniques, new to television, 
were developed by Donald B, Hyatt, Special Projects Director, 


When Mrs, Alice P, Hook, Picture Division Chairman, wrote to com 
pliment NBO on its excellent production made possible by this im- 
ginative use of still pictures, the reply she received from Mr, Hyatt 
included the following paragraphs: 


"As you may suspect this program would not have been possible 
without the cooperation of many historical societies through- 
out the country. 


"We are planning other programs utilizing stills and prints 
of past history." 


For “historical societies" you my read "libraries, archives, pri- 
vate collections . .. etc." The final paragraph is to alert you 
to the demands to come! Lest minute word is that a work in pro- 
gress is a picture story on Mark Twain, ~- M.H.B. 


SIOUX INDIAN PHOTOGRAPHS 


Margaret Rose, Librarian, State Historical 
Society of North Dakota, Liberty Memorial Building, Biemarck, N.D. 
writes: 


"We have just completed the task of making prints from over 
4 000 negatives, about three-fourths of which are on glass, The 
photos were taken by Frank Fiske, photographer at Fort Yates, agency 
headquarters for the Sioux Indians, over a period of about fifty 
years. The collection includes portraits of Rain-in-the-Face, 
Gall, Sitting Bull, John Grass, warriors who fought in the Battle of 
the Little Big Horn, and men, women, and children in Indian dress, 
In addition there are photographs of the military post, and Indian 
agency buildings, pupils and teachers, and steamboats, the various 
small towns on the reservation, rodeos, parades, religious pro- 
cessions. The collection covers tre period of acculturation of the 
Sioux and should prove especially valuable to anthropologists and 
historians, ‘The negatives are the property of Mrs. Frank Fiske," 
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DISPUTE ON FIRST AERIAL PHOTO 

When was the first picture taken in 
America from the air? A recent issue of Flying identified one 
"Fleshlight" Lawrence as the "first aerial photographer." The m- 
gazine eaid that by using balloons, kites, and ingenuity he ob- 
tained the first air picture in 1906. The subject was the San 
Francisco earthquake area, 


But Edward Rowe Snow, the New Mngland marine historian, disputes this. 
He says that he has found in the Boston Athenaeum an aerial photogran 
taken by one J.W.Black from a balloon over downtown Boston on Oct, 13, 
1860. Photography in 1860 meant the use of wet plates, which in this 
case had to be prepared high in the sky a few moments before the ac- 
tual pictures could be attempted. Curtains were dropped in the balloon 
so the photographer could work on the plates in darkness, By the time 
the balloon reached 1200 feet, he was able to take six pictures.

MICROFILM CENTENNIAL 

The theme of the 8th annual meeting of the Nation- 
al Microfilm Association ( April 2-4, 1959) is "A Century of Microfilm 
Progress, 1859-1959," commemorating the centennial of the first micro- 
film patent, granted in Paris, June 21, 1859, to Rene Prudent Patrice 
Dagron, Dagron is best remembered for his extensive use of microfilm 
during the siege of Paris in the Franco-Prussian War of 18670, More 
than 300 000 letters and dispatches were reproduced on microfilm and 
flown by carrier pigeon into Faris after the city had been surrounded 
and cut off completely from communication with the outside world, ‘The 
"pigeon post" anticipated the V-Mail of World War II. ... (LC Infor-
